Wednesday the annual graduation fes- 


tivities of Williams college came to » 
close with the usual commencement ex- 
ercises in the Congregational church and 
the alumni dinner. It was a rather quiet 
day. The graduating class was compara- 
tively small and their friends necessarily 
limited in number, and the large delega- 
tion oi alumni, which appeared at Fri- 
day's exercises, in a large degree left be- 
fore the commencement exercises. The 
most important guests of the occasion 
was J. Sterling Morton, secretary of agri- 
culture, who spoke at the alumni dinner 
and was given the honorary degree ot LL. 
B. from the commencement stage. It had 
at one time been hoped to secure Govern- 
or Wo!lcot6 for this commencement, but 
upan his assuming the duties of the gov- 
ernership he felt that he had fallen heir 
to the annual attendance at Harvard. 
Rev. Dr. Washington Gladden, who was 
present in the morning and was also ex- 
pected to speak at the alumni dinner, was 
unable to wait for the latter, leaving for 
Columbus on the noon train. 


The commencement exercises proper 


started as usual at 10.30 o'clock in the 
Congregational church. 
The line was 


headed by Gartland's band, and Deputy 
Sheriff Frink of North Adams marched at 
the head of them with his white wand, 
Sheriff Fuller not appearing in the place 
so often occupied by his predecessor, 
Crosby. 
The church was handsomely 


decorated.

The 
dinner, though not extraordinarily well 
attended, was rather remarkable for the 
enthusiasm of the alumni. 
Secretary 


Morton, George Birbeok Hill of Oxford 
university, the editor of the best edition of 
"Boswell's Johnson," and John H. Haynes 
the archoologist, who were the particular 
guests of honor, were loudly cheered. 
Secretary Morton sat at President Carter's 
right hand at the head-table and his sol- 
dierly appearance contrasted strangely 
with the long locks and general Tenny- 
sonian appearance of the English scholar 
at the president's left. 
Mr. Haynes re- 


cently returned from bis explorations in 
Asia, with complexion bronzed by the 
sun and a rather a diffident manner, was 
also an interesting figure. One featuro'of 
the occasion was President Carter's warm 
eulogy of President Cleveland and his 
stand on the money question, and another 
was the presentation to the college by 
Garfield's class of the 
American flag 


which the president gave to his class- 
mates and Dr. Hopkins just before he 
was shot. 


President Carter in his introductory 


speech alluded to the prosperous year 
which the college had just experienced, 
speaking especially of the attendance of 
the year and the success in athletics. He 
then spoke on the relation of athletics 
and study in institutions of learning, and 
urged caution against overdoing the 
former at the expense of the latter. 
Every alumnus must be summoned to the 
enthusiastic aid of the intellectual aide of 
the college lite. 
President Carter then 


spoke of Secretary Morton as a man con- 
nected with the administration 
of a 


president firm and true to the people, 
and whose farsightcd devotion to the 
financial interests of tha country had 
saved the people from a great disaster. 
He would introduce Secretary Morton, 
however, as a man, not only remarkable 
for his connection with President Cleve- 
land, but as one who had done a great 
work himself. 


Secretary Morton acknowledged, in be- 


ginning, his pleasure of President Car- 
ter's allusion to the president. He wished 
some photographic reproduction could 


i be taken of the enemies of this adminis- 
i tration on one side and its friends on the 


other. It would be a great vindication oi 
is for posterity. 
He alluded to President 


Cleveland's course in the Chicago strike, 
and opoko in bigb. terms of Secretary 


Olney'o part in that episode as attorney- 
general. The president's financial policy 
was treated and Secretary Morton, allud- 
ing to his recent acquisition of the degree 
of doctor of laws, Eaid that in his new 
position he felt like presenting Cleveland's 
gold cure for the country for all time. 
His remarks closed with two apt stories, 
one in excuse for not making a prolonged 
speech. 


Among the other speakers was J. Henry 


Haynes, the archeologist. Mr. Haynes 
spoke very Interestingly of his work, as 
he was asked to by President Carter. His 
first expedition in the 
excavation of 


Nipoa, was in 1889, the second in 1890, and 
the third began in the spring of 1S93 and 
lasted till this year. He was not able to 
reveal all the discoveries he had made in 
the last and largest expedition; but he 
could say that the inscriptions, dating 
back to 3800 B, C., formed the most valua- 
ble part. An arch, dating certainly before 
4000 B. C., lias been unearthed. In all 
there are 29 feet of debris beneath n floor 
which was laid 5700 years ago, which itself 
is only 37 feet under the surface ground, 
so the first relics must be extremely 
ancient. 


In the evening tha president held his 


annual reception and commencement was 
over, with the exception of tbs senior 
class supper, which will be held this even- 
ing-.

TBASSCRIPT:—Hev, 


Dr. 
Hunger asks: 
"Is it nor prob- 


able that, if all women should vote, the 
•esult would simply double the number 
)f votes and not alter the character of the 
•esult?'' 


This would be probable, if women were 


limply duplicates of men. 
But Dr. Mun- 


ger himself says later on: 
"Nature has 


n at work from the beginning to pro" 


duce man and woman, not one, but two; 
lot alike, but different; diS'erent, but com- 
plementary to each other; as different in 
mind as body." 


Where women rote, it is found by expe- 


•ienca that husbands and wives generally 
Belong to the same political party, as with 
is, men of the same family generally vote 
he same ticket; but it is also found that 
he women take account of a class of con- 
siderations which men are more apt to 
ose sight of. 
This was well illustrated 


)y a case that occurred in Wyomingj soon 
alter the woman suffrage Ijw went into 
effect. A certain man was a candidate for 
oflice. He had habits of drinking; but it 
vas not generally known, and he was 
elected. 
Afterward 
he 
grew 
more 


careless, 
went 
into 
saloons 
by 


daylight 
and 
was 
several 
times 


seen on 
the street the 
worse 
for 


liquor. The politicians of his party did 
:iot care and when his term was about to 
Jxpire they renominated him. A man 
came home 
from the caucus, and his 


wife asked him who had been nominated, 
lie told her. "Why," she said, "that 
nan cannot 
possibly 
be re-elected!" 


Her husband asked her "What makes 
you think so?" His wife did not say any- 


, but sheputon her sunbonnet and 


went out and had a talk with the woman 
next door neighbor, over the fence. Then 
the woman next door put on her sun- 
bonnet, and went and had B talk with 
her next door neighbor, over the fencej 
The women did not hold any caucus or 
convention, or make any public demon- 
stration; but they quietly passed the word 
nil turougli the town, and when election 
day came, the 
intemperate 
candidate 


found 
himself "snowed 
under." 
He 


knew that he had not done anything to 
lose favor with his party and he did not 
know what to make of his defeat, until 
one of his hidy friends said to him very 
quietly: "We could not let you go back; 
you were setting a bad example to our 
boys.'' Then he understood. 


Dr. Hunger asks: "How much do mora 


reforms depend on voting? 
Do they 


not 
almost 
wholly 
depend on the 


moral sentiment 
that 
pervades 
the 


community?" 
Some 
moral 
reforms 


depend entirely on voting—like the de- 
feat of the objectionable candidate in the 
case just referred to. There is probably- 
as much "moral sentiment" pervading 
the 
women of Massachusetts as the 


women of Wyoming; but they cannot 
bring it to bear in the same effective way 
to prevent the election of unfit men. 


In the states where women vote, their 


most marked characteristic, as voters is 
found to be that they will not vote for 
men of bad moral character. 
As this 


statement will no doubt be stoutly contro 
verted by tbe opponents of equal rights 
lor women, I shiill devote my next letter 
to presenting evidence in support of it. 


Dr. Hunger asks: "Are we sure that in 


the large sense woman is more moral 
than man ?" It is often asserted by men 
that such is the case. 
Tuc fact that 


women constitute more than two-thirds 
of our church members and less than onc- 
[ii'th of our criminals tends to bear out the 
assertion. But, whether women are more 
moral than men, or less moral, or more 
morn.1 in some respects and less moral in 
others (which I believe to be the fact', 
there is abundant proof that they are 
more generally dispc.sed than men to dis- 
criiuiuale against, bad candidates and in 
favor of good one?; and this is a most 
important practical qualification for a 
voter. 


Meanwhile, ii, is to be noted that the 


enemies of .society are almost solidly 
opposed to woman suffrage, livery liquor 
man in the .Massachusetts legislature 
voted iigjiinat the recent bill to em- 
power women to vote on tiie license 
question. 
Evidently they do not share 


Dr. Hungei's belief that woman suffrage 
would simply double the vote on both 
i-ides without changing the result.

A Motherless Girl Dies While her Father 


is in Jail. 


Nettie E. Vars, aged ten years, died at

The child was the daughter 
of Frederick Vars of Clarksburg, who ij 
now in Pittsfleld jail awaiting his trial for 
alleged adultery.

neighbors. Earl Taylor of Florida took 
the little girl, who was an invalid, to his 
borne six weeks ago and cared for her in 
every way possible. 


Mrs. 
Eliza Roberts, 71, the girl's 


grandmother, recently walked from Ber- 


lin, N. Y., to Florida for the purpose of 
having the child return home with her, 
but it was decided that she should re- 
main during the summer at Mr. Taylor's. 
On Monday morning the girl was taken 
suddenly ill and symptoms of measles de- 
veloped rapidly. No physician was called, 
as the family believed themselves able to 
cope with any ordinary illness of that na- 
ture, yet in spite of their kind ministra- 
tions the invalid died suddenly early 
Wednesday morning. 


Medical Examiner Brown was sum- 


moned and viewed the remains Wednes- 
day afternoon. His decision is that death 
was caused by measles and a complica- 
tion of diseases.

home of the grandmother in Berlin Wed- 
nesday night and the interment will take j 
place Friday.

tauk Point Col. Nunez left the Laura- 
da with final instructions to Capt. Mor- 
ton to "Get away as quickly as he 
could " Tlie Lanrada then sailed for 
Cuba and the Cubans donned uniforms, 
drilled, fired their guns and said they 
wore "going to Cuba tc. fight of liber- 
ty."

Even the British government has the 
most indefinite knowledge of the ex- 
act locality where the arrest took 
place, although It is claimed that the 
surveying party had no authority to go 
outside of territory occupied exclusive- 
ly by Englishmen for the past ten 
years.

No official knowledge of the arrest 


has yet been received at the Venezue- 
lan legation, where confidence is ex- 
pressed that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment would have sent a notice of the 
affair, perhaps for the information of 
the United States government, the mo- 
ment the facts became known at Cara- 
cas.
